Scope of Audit 


The system of internal control was revised as it pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 
Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of bank state- 
ments and count of cash. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
disbursements and bank charges. Vouchers, payrolls and can- 
celed checks were examined on a selective basis. Letters of 
confirmation were used on a test basis to verify the correctness 
of recorded assets and liabilities. 
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Revenue accruing to the municipality from various sources 
was reviewed and checked to pertinent records. ‘Town meeting 
records, as they pertained to financial matters, were reviewed. 
Trust, reserve and debt fund transactions were examined. Surety 
bond coverage was determined. 


COMMENTS 
Departmental Operations 


The fiscal year’s operations showed a net unexpended de- 
partmental balance of $8,701.46 was lapsed to surplus, per the 
following summary: 


Departmental Accounts: 


Unexpended Balances $34,189.27 
Overdrafts 25,487.81 
Net Unexpended Balance $ 8,701.46 


The overlay and unexpended balances in interest and build- 
ing inspector accounts, less tax abatements and overdrafts in 
snow removal—town roads, tarring town roads, social security 
and town dump accounts were the major factors contributing 
to the net unexpended balance lapsed. ‘The records did not indi- 
cate that authority had been granted by the legislative body 
allowing overdrafts in appropriation accounts. 


x % # * 
The following comments pertain to the accompanying finan- 
cial statements: 


ASSETS .... The general fund cash balance, which included 
general, special, federal revenue sharing and change funds, 
totaled $374,738.63 at December 31, 1972. The bank balances 
used in reconciling this amount were confirmed by the de- 
pository. The change fund was counted. 


Accounts receivable of $1,161.35 at the close of the year 
consisted of welfare funds due from the state and other munici- 
palities and a trust fund due from the Windham Center Library 
Association. The greatest portion of these amounts had been 
received at date of audit. 


Taxes receivable totaling $97,182.81 consisted principally 
of current year accounts of $95,066.99. The remaining balance 
of $2,115.82 was for prior years dating from 1967. Tax deeds 
and tax liens amounted to $41,018.75 and $296.20 respectively. 
These accounts date from 1964. 
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DEFERRED CHARGES .... Expenditures of $7,490.15, which 
were in excess of funds available, as shown on Exhibit D, are 
carried forward as deferred charges pending further financial 
activity. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS ... . Liabilities 
amounted to $894.50 and consisted of an amount due trust 
funds. 


Unexpended departmental balances of $183,948.43 were 
carried forward to the ensuing year in accordance with legal 
requirements and/or customary practices. It is suggested that 
the voters stipulate annually the accounts, except those which 
are by law required to be carried, that are to be forwarded to 
the ensuing year. 


Excise tax collections of $127,238.23 are reserved for future 
allocation by the voters. 


A special school account balance totaling $30,802.32, repre- 
senting State subsidies, is applicable to the following year as 
well as an amount of $25,618.00 in federal revenue sharing 
funds. 


Overpayments of 1972 taxes and performance bond deposits 
of $482.45 and $5,000.00 respectively, were being held in escrow 
at the year end. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $147,903.96, a 
decrease of $13,708.72 for the year. This change resulted prin- 
cipally from transfers for various operating and capital purposes 
less the net unexpended departmental balance lapsed and pro- 
ceeds from the sale of town owned land. 


TRUST AND RESERVE FUNDS ... . These funds totaled 
$24,463.72 and $4,235.12 respectively and were on deposit in 


various banks. 


DEBT FUND .... The debt fund, incorporated in the balance 
sheet as a separate fund, shows outstanding school construction 
bonds of $600,000.00, due to mature during the ensuing twenty 
years. 


General 


The use of excise tax revenue to reduce the 1972 tax levy was 
approved by the voters at the annual town meeting. Authority 
was also granted for transfers from surplus for various purposes.

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Selectmen’s Report 


We, your Selectmen, are pleased to present a report of our 
stewardship for the year 1972. There were many accomplish- 
ments of which we can all take pride. However, there are many 
problems which we must face and overcome in the immediate 
future. 


Some of the accomplishments during 1972 were as follows: 


1. The new Windham elementary school is well under con- 
struction and will open for classes in September, 1973. 
The $600,000 Bond issue was rapidly accepted on the 
financial market, as a result of a Class “A” rating, which 
Windham received from Moody’s rating service. This 
high rating is attributed to responsible fiscal management 
of our Town government. Mr. Earl Sweatland and the 
members of the School Building Committee are to be 
congratulated for a job “well-done”. 


2. Over 150 new trees have been planted around the Town. 
Half of the cost has been refunded by the State. Mr. 
Robert Hunt deserves the thanks of all of us for proper 
planning and planting of these trees. 


3. We are gradually increasing the quality of our roads. 
Route 302 from the North Windham cemetery south to 
Foster’s corner has been completely repaved. Other roads 
have been improved and many others will be improved 
in the spring. All roads which will be presented for Town 
acceptance as a Town road are now required to go through 
a full winter and be black-topped before submission to 
the Town voters. They are also required to be bonded 
until completion. As a result, the Town will no longer 
have to spend monies to repair a newly accepted road 
which should have met all required specifications initially. 


4. The Board of Selectmen has been increased from 3 to 5 
members. ‘This action will afford a greater representation 
to the people of Windham. The Board of Selectmen ini- 
tiated evening hours for those residents who could not 
meet with them during the afternoon. Although very few 
persons took advantage of the night hours, we have not 
discontinued this practice. Those persons desiring an 
evening appointment should contact the Secretary to the

Board of Selectmen, Mrs. E. D. Stuart, and request an 
appointment. 


A Zoning Ordinance was passed by the Town by a narrow 
margin. We cannot, at this time, comment upon its effec- 
tiveness since it has only been in existence since November 
and has not been given a reasonable amount of time to 
determine if it is workable. It is our hope that the Town 
will not repeal zoning at the forthcoming Town meeting. 
We have repeatedly, in print, requested the opponents of 
zoning to specifically state their objections to zoning for 
the benefit of all the ‘Town, as of this writing, this has not 
been done. The lack of zoning would lead, not only to 
chaotic and often unattractive growth, but would seriously 
hamper the Town in attracting many kinds of industry. 
Without it, Route 302, for example, will become a night- 
mare of mixed uses, whereas, with zoning, that area could 
serve the community effectively and not only be an eco- 
nomic artery, but also maintain and promote the many 
very scenic qualities of Windham. We urge its continuance 
with modifications. We recommend Mr. Rodolph Gagnon 
and the members of the Planning Board for long dedi- 
cated hours and responsible action for and on behalf of 
the people of Windham. 


The Windham Town Library was officially dedicated and 
is being extensively used, not only by our citizens, but 
by citizens of some of the neighboring communities. Mr. 
William Crane and the Library Trustees have done a 
superlative job in making our Library one of the finest 
in the area. We have cooperated with the Town of Fal- 
mouth in testing the water quality of Highland Lake. 
In order to insure that the pollution of our lakes will not 
go unchecked, we are requesting the Town to allow us to 
use $3,000 of Revenue Sharing monies to conduct surveys 
and water quality tests of all our lakes. Mr. Doug Frewin 
and the members of our E. I. C. are actively engaged in 
this program. In addition, they are exploring possible sites 
for the proper dumping of septic waste. They are presently 
negotiating with S. D. Warren for a possible site. 


The Windham JC’s have refurbished the basement of 
one of the junior high school buildings where they now 
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distribute surplus food on Saturdays from 9:00 A.M. to 
12 Noon. Our thanks to them for a fine job. 


8. Eight positions in the Town are still being funded under 
the Federal Emergency Employment Act at no cost to 
the Town. Mr. J. Douglas Brownrigg has more than 
earned his salary in such areas as Code Enforcement 
Officer, Building Inspector, aide to the Selectmen and 
the Planning Board. As a result of his untiring efforts, 
99% of all building in Windham has occurred with a 
building permit; Gravel Pits and Quarries Ordinance has 
been enforced; over 50 junk car lot owners have been 
legally forced to bring their lots up to the required stand- 
ards and secure a permit; he has aided the Planning Board 
in drafting State required sub-division ordinances as well 
as the zoning ordinance. As a result of his efforts, the 
Building Inspection Department has virtually been self- 
sustaining. 


9. Business growth continues in Windham. The opening of 
Giants, Maine Savings Bank, New England Heritage 
Homes, Woodworth and Clark, and the expansion of 
Federal, to name a few, is encouraging for the economic 
stability of Windham. 


Many problems face us which we must all consider. Based 
on the recommendations of the Fire Station Study Committee, 
we are asking the Town to appropriate $90,000 for the con- 
struction of a fire station in North Windham on Town owned 
land. The rapid growth of Windham makes this a necessity. 
Many buildings are being constructed and land is being de- 
veloped without the Town’s knowledge and on which the proper 
tax revenues are not being received. The last revaluation was 
in 1963. In order to provide for a more equitable tax distribu- 
tion, we are asking the Town for authority to use $42,290 of 
Revenue Sharing monies for this purpose. 


This year, the Town of Raymond will not be using the Town 
Dump nor contributing to its costs. As a result, we estimate 
the increased life expectancy of our dump to be about 4 years. 
To keep fires and smoke to a minimum, and, for reasons of 
economy, we are considering contracting out the bulldozing of 
the dump and the spreading of gravel cover. We are still work- 
ing with the Greater Portland Council of Governments in a 
regional sanitary landfill program. In addition, the Windham 
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E.I.C. is studying incineration as a possible solution to our dump 
problem. 


We have actively been engaged in the activities of GPCOG. 
They have assisted us and the Planning Board throughout this 
past year. As a result of a regional purchase of salt by GPCOG, 
Windham effectuated a savings of $2.00 per ton. The joining 
fee for Windham is less than last year’s fee and we strongly 
urge continued participation in GPCOG. 3 


We are a member of the Portland Water District regional 
sewer plan and must direct our attention to this area in the 
immediate future. 


In 1972 we were beset by many fires. We wish to remind you 
that burning without a permit is dangerous and illegal and 
violators are subject to a fine. Permits should be obtained from 
the Windham Fire Chief, Richard Libby. To facilitate night 


snow removal we have posted No Parking signs in many areas. 


We ask your continued cooperation in not parking in these 
restricted areas. We have also received several complaints of 
the indiscriminate firmg of high powered rifles in residential 
areas. We appeal to all to use extreme caution in the use of 
such dangerous weapons. 


We encourage your approval of the establishment of a Wind- 
ham Recreation Commission. We are now in the process of 
establishing more effective guideliness for the Park Commission, 
the Recreation Commission and the E.I.C. Each will have a 
greater and distinct area of responsibility. 


Windham’s Gold Cane was presented, with pride, to our oldest 
citizen—EDITH ELLIOT. 


With your continued cooperation and constructive criticism, 
we can more effectively serve Windham for the Benefit of us all. 


We extend our heartfelt thanks to all those dedicated citizens 
who have helped the Selectmen and the Town by serving on 
various Committees and organizations. We also thank the ser- 
vice clubs for their contributions. This unselfish devotion to the 
community and our fellow-man is exemplary—for we all reap 
the benefits.

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Planning Board Annual Report 
Year Ending December 31, 1972 


Continuing our battle in trying to keep up with the rapid 
growth of our Community, your Planning Board has com- 
pleted a very active year. We have held 28 public and execu- 
tive type meetings and conducted 9 public hearings. In addition 
to the above, we have attended 3 C.O.G. meetings, one Tri- 
Town meeting in Falmouth, and had a member of our board 
attend a meeting in Toronto, Canada on “Metropolitan Forms 
of Government.” 


During this past year, we have either accepted or reviewed 37 
sub-divisions located in Windham. 


In addition to the above, we prepared for your approval, a 
sensible zoning ordinance for our Community. We are pleased 


to report that zoning was accepted by the people on November 
7th. 


We realize that its enactment has not made everyone happy, 
but in developing these guidelines, our chief concern was for 
the good of our Community as a whole. It is our sincere hope 
that it will be given an opportunity to work for our Town and 
show its value. As stated in previous years, our Community is 
growing so rapidly, that we can no longer afford the luxury of 
looking the other way. 


We have, and are now being faced with, increasing demands 
to provide additional Municipal services, and we fear that with- 
out the guidelines we have recommended, we will one day be 
faced with a financial crisis. 


We are once again recommending to the Selectmen that a 
By-Laws or ‘Town Charter Committee be established to prepare 
by-laws that are sorely needed. Your Town has become a large 
Corporation and it needs rules to run it. 


In conclusion, this being my last year as your Planning Board 
Chairman and my last year as a member, I wish to express my 
sincere thanks to all members of the Planning Board for their 
complete voluntary dedication to Mr. Douglas Brownrigg, Code 
Enforcement Officer, and to the Board of Selectmen, a special 
thanks for their continued support, guidance and co-operation 
that we, and I especially, have received in the past eight years. 
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It has been my pleasure to be your Planning Board Representa- 
tive.

Report of the Windham Park and 


Conservation Commission 


Prior to the opening of the Park on June 17, additional work 
was done during the Spring, which involved the thinning of 
trees, tarring the road, improving the parking lot, and a sub- 
stantial expansion of the beach was done by John Hall so that 
it has been lengthened upstream. Other material improvements 
at the Park include the purchases of a flagpole, bicycle rack 
and construction of a new float. Fred Kelly helped us once again 
with a new ticket booth. After the Park closed, additional im- 
provements were made by the Men’s Correctional Center crew 
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which included the installation of a new fence along the bound- 
ary line, plus grading and grooming along the roadside. 


The attendance was more than double this year. On nice days 
during the week, the average attendance was 225 persons con- 
sisting of 52 automobiles, 30 of which were on season passes. 
In addition to this, we had approximately 18 walkers or bicycles. 
The average attendance on both Saturday and Sunday during 
nice weather was approximately 550 during July and somewhat 
less during August as the weather cooled off. Our largest day 
was July 11 which totaled 725 persons, and we were filled to 
maximum capacity. The total number of vehicles for the season 
was 3,086 plus 666 walkers, or an estimated total number of 
users of 16,000 compared with 7,000 in 1971. The total season 
passes sold in 1972 was 214 compared with 20 in 1971. 


The swimming program under the direction of Robert Hunt 
was very successful, and we plan to continue this professional 
swimming instruction from 9 a.m, until noon with two 4-week 
courses. 


We look forward to making this Park and perhaps other areas 
in Windham available for organized recreation programs under 
the supervision of a Windham Recreation Committee which we 
recommend be created. 


We would like to express our sincere appreciation for the co- 
operation and the citizen interest which was so substantially 
improved this year and which helped toward making Dundee 
Park successful in 1972. We urge those of you who have not 
taken advantage of it to use the fine facility that has been 
developed for your use and enjoyment. We do plan in 1973 to 
undertake some type of conservation project.

Report of the Fire Chief 
To the citizens of Windham: 


In filing my annual report as Fire Chief I wish to express 
all our feelings on the retirement of Chief Walter Peavey. His 
knowledge and leadership will be greatly missed in the Fire 
Department. Our hats are off to you Mr. Peavey for 21 years 
as an outstanding Fire Chief and citizen of Windham. 


I wish to thank the citizens of Windham for their co-opera- 
tion and support in the past year. 


The firemen have devoted a lot of their time for training 
this year with the Department of Education Fire Service in- 
structors holding pump schools, pre-planning classes and officers 
courses. The men have put in over 1,000 free man hours of 
training to help better the Fire Department and give them more 
knowledge on saving lives and property. 


This past year we have had the worst year for fires for many 
years. We had 138 fires, 16 were building fires. This is more 
building fires than this town has seen in past years. There were 
also three lives lost in fires this past year, so in analyzing this 
year’s fires the department has moved ahead with pre-planning 
and Fire Prevention to keep up with the growth of the town. 


Due to the growth of the town in the North Windham area 
we are in need of a larger fire station. We have outgrown the 
present one, only one door is large enough for a class A pumper 
and due to the Shopping Centers, Commercial Buildings, apart- 
ment houses and housing developments I feel we will need to 
buy a new piece of apparatus within a couple of years, but the 
station must come first. 
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This past November the citizens voted for a committee to 
look into the needs of a new station. They have done that and 
the department members and I feel that what they have decided 
would be appropriate for the town. 


At this time I would like to thank the committee for their 
devoted time and interest in the growth of Windham. 


We are very fortunate to have in our Fire Department an 
outstanding Rescue Crew which responded to 311 emergency 
calls this past year. The Rescue Crew has had numerous hours 
of advanced First-Aid and special training at the Maine Medi- 
cal Center. As head of the department I would like to give 
personal thanks to the Rescue Crew for the outstanding job 
they have done this past year. 


On behalf of the Rescue members I wish to thank the citizens 
of Windham for the fine new Rescue Unit that was placed in 
service last September. 


I wish to thank the three companies and their auxiliaries for 
their support and co-operation this past year.

Report of the Code Enforcement Officer 


For the year ending December 31, 1972, I present to the 
citizens of Windham the following report of the activities for 
the year. When accepting the position last year, the task of 
becoming familiar with Windham and her people appeared to 
be insurmountable, but now that the first year has passed, I 
am proud to have been a part of the growth and hope that my 
contributions have helped make that growth a little less painful. 


During the year, a total of 446 Building Permits were issued 
for a total estimated cost of construction of $6,018,173.00. For 
the first time, all fees were paid to the Town directly; a total 
of $3,718.50 was collected. A breakdown of the permits issued 
is as follows:

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A total of $4,502.80 in fees was collected of which one-third 
is paid to the State and two-thirds is paid to the Town. 


In addition to the variety of duties performed as Building and 
Plumbing Inspector, a great deal of time and effort was spent 
enforcing other Statutes and Ordinances such as the Minimum 
Lot Size Statute, the Subdivision Statute, the Junkyard Statute, 
the Nuisance Statute, the Dangerous Buildings Statute, the 
Malfunctioning Sewage Disposal Systems Statute, the Gravel 
Pits Ordinance, the Sign Ordinance, the Septic Tank Waste 
Ordinance, the Trailer Ordinance, and of course, the new Zon- 
ing Ordinance. 


I have had the fortunate experience of working very closely 
with your local Planning Board in establishing standards for 
use in the review of subdivision proposals, in building the criteria 
of the Zoning Ordinance and in many other areas of endeavor 
embarked on by this energetic, dedicated and competent group 
of volunteer citizens. 


At the request of the Board of Assessors, many hours have 
been spent assessing new properties, reviewing past assessments 
and evaluating the present assessment techniques. After a 
thorough and comprehensive review, a revaluation was strongly 
recommended. Bids have been obtained and a revaluation will 
be requested at the annual Town Meeting. 


Several other projects have been worked on during the past 
year such as a complete survey of properties around Highland 
Lake, and searching and negotiating for a dumping area for 
septic tank wastes. 


Altogether, this has been a most rewarding year for me and 
I wish to express a sincere thank you to the hundreds of citizens 
with whom I have been in contact for their patience and in- 
terest, to Harold Haskell, Deane Taylor and Almon Moore who 
have constantly assisted me in making the transition and who 
were certainly dedicated in the performance of their duties, 
to the Selectmen for the confidence and support they have given 
me, to the Planning Board, to Barbara Strout and Dawn 
Stewart for their patience and assistance and most especially to 
my girl Friday, Jean Furbush.

Windham Fire Station 
Building Study Committee 


Our Committee, after several meetings, have the following 
recommendations to make to the citizens of the Town of Wind- 
ham. 


There is an urgent and immediate need for a new Fire Station 
facility. | 

The present station is inadequate and practically impossible to 
enlarge without great expense. Further, the Town would be 
required to purchase more land adjacent to the present building 
in order to put on an extension, and traffic congestion is another 
problem. 


The new facility would be located on Town-owned land adja- 
cent to the Arlington Cemetery. This parcel of land is unfit for 
cemetery use. 
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The Committee feels that for economical reasons a pre- 
engineered steel building should be considered over conventional 
construction. We interviewed two major companies, who pre- 
sented their product and approximate costs for a building the 
size we are contemplating. 


The North Windham area appears to be the area where a new 
fire station should be located, due to fact that this is where the 
major concentration of new construction is taking place. 


In conclusion, we urge the citizens of the Town of Windham to 
support our volunteer firemen and provide them with an ade- 
quate facility.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the members of the Superintending School Committee and 
the Citizens of the Town of Windham: 


It is with great pleasure that I submit my annual report on the 
operation of the Windham Public Schools. 


Facilities 


The erection of the new elementary school which is presently 
under construction will ease the burden of providing adequate 
space to house our elementary population. This additional space 
will allow us to reduce the pupil-teacher ratio to a satisfactory 
level. 


The most pressing facility problem the community must face 
will be to provide adequate space for the junior and senior high 
school population. The high school has reached its effective 
operational capacity this year and population projections (see 
chart) indicate that this population will reach approximately 900 
students within five years. The junior high school is seriously over- 
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crowded already, in an old facility that does not allow the great- 
est efficiency of operation. This year the Committee instituted 
emergency measures in extending the number of institutional 
periods required of teachers in order that we could physically 
contain and teach the student population. In consideration of 
these factors, I recommend that the following course of action be 
taken immediately to ensure that we shall have adequate teaching 
facilities that will allow us to maintain a high standard of educa- 
tion in this community. 


1. That a 750-pupil junior high school be built on the site 
adjacent to the existing high school. The town already has pur- 
chased architectural drawings that could be expanded to meet 
this need. This would allow us to operate a three-year high school 
program that would include the freshman class of the high school 
and reduce the high school population and eliminate overcrowd- 
ing at the high school level. This approach would relieve the 
facility question for a period of between 5 to 7 years when 
serious consideration for a high school addition would be 
necessary. 


2. The alternative to this plan would be the construction of a 
new high school with a student capacity of 1,000 students and 
redistributing the junior high school population into the exist- 
ing high school. This of course would require land acquisition for 
the school and the necessary athletic fields. 


Last year this community experienced three million dollars in 
new growth and the town Building Inspector anticipates that 
growth this year will exceed the five million dollar mark. We 
cannot ignore this rapid acceleration in growth without consider- 
ing the impact that it will have on the need for school facilities. 
Our present growth is uncontrolled and does not provide the 
time necessary to plan our facilities with the luxury of time. 


To ignore this problem will mean a sure and rapid deteriorat- 
ing of the quality of education that we shall be offering our 
youth. Obviously, we cannot ignore the increased responsibilities 
of the taxpayer and yet we cannot shut our school doors to the 
additional students we are obligated to provide for. We must face 
this responsibility squarely and provide for educational facilities 
that are commensurate with our needs and means. 
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Maintenance of Facilities 


I am pleased to report that our maintenance program that was 
supported by this community last year has begun to turn the 
corner in returning our existing facilities into safe operable situa- 
tions that will protect the taxpayers’ investment. We look forward 
to this year with the hope of continuing to upgrade the condition 
of these buildings so that we are able to obtain the greatest use 
of these facilities. 


Instructional Program 


If I were asked to rate our school system I would be forced to 
respond to the question with the statement “It is impossible to 
measure the success of a system which does not have specific goals 
and objectives that have been defined by the community it 
serves.’ It would appear that the answer would be less than 
satisfactory, yet the answer is an honest one. This community has 
never directed its officials and employees as to its desires for 
education. The philosophy of this administration is to put the 
“public” back into public schools. Education by its very nature 
must be a cooperative effort or partnership between the public 
and its professional staff which serves and responds to its needs 
and desires. 


To this end all levels of the administration have been directed 
to commit themselves to greater public involvement and aware- 
ness of the schools’ programs and needs. 


We have established regular school committee meetings each 
month so that the public may attend. 


The agendas and the subsequent minutes of these meetings are 
published to keep the community better informed. 


Special public meetings have been held on specific areas such 
as the school budget, school programs, new curriculum ap- 
proaches, and facilities needs. 


The School Committee has directed that a school system 
philosophy committee be established that represents a cross- 
section of our community. This committee comprised of students, 
teachers, administrators, and townspeople has been at work to 
develop the goals and objectives that the system shall operate 
under and hopefully by this time you will have had an oppor- 
tunity to express your opinion of this philosophy in a non-binding 
referendum. 
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Once we have achieved the necessary direction from the com- 
munity as to what it expects the system to achieve, I shall be 


| able to rate our system’s success. 


I must point out that we have left many of our educational 
programs untouched and without benefit of evaluation far too 
long. I cannot in good faith report to you that all goes well in 
our system when glaring facts indicate for example that approxi- 
mately 60% of the entering fourth grade classes this year were 
reading below grade level. 


I cannot answer the question of the teachers of what we 
are to do with children with serious learning disabilities. 


I cannot feel comfortable knowing that our students fell several 
stanines below the national norm in mathematical computation. 


I am uncomfortable with our grouping patterns knowing that 
research tells me that heterogeneous groupings or homogeneous 
groupings have no great effect on learning. 


I am disturbed with the national statistics on dropouts and 
our own dropout record. In actuality we should not call these 
students dropouts, but rather “push outs’. Pushed out by a 
system that could not adapt itself to the needs of students. 


I am deeply disturbed with the national statistics that reveal 
the number of first grade children who have developed ulcers 
and the numbers of children that are using tranquilizers pre- 
scribed by family physicians. 


I am uncomfortable with the idea that our present system in 
essence requires the child to adapt to it when the system should 
be adapting to the needs of the student in an ever changing way. 


I am unhappy to see that programs have been instituted into 
our system before the staff had been trained to handle the 
program. 


I am upset with the frustrations of teachers who have to face 
these needs daily, knowing that I do not have the resources at 
present to help them correct these needs that they have. 


I am also unhappy with the job that school administrators 
have been doing in becoming effective in bringing about desirable 
change. 


I am unhappy with the public apathy that is prevalent in our 
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society. The society that does not involve itself with developing 
its most important resource, our youth. 


I urge you to join with your school system in making the 
next annual report a more positive and hopeful one. Without 
this mature approach to common problems there will be but one 
loser, our children! 


New Programs 


Steps have already been taken to provide the framework for 
examination and the gathering of data of instructional problems 
and the approach to students. 


Next September, we shall begin the first change in directing in 
our elementary program, when we open our new elementary 
flexible plan school. The program will be committed to individ- 
ualized instruction that is geared to the student and commensurate 
with his existing needs, abilities, and rate at which he learns best. 
We feel very confident that this approach encompasses the latest 
educational research on learning theory. The staff will have 
completed a year of in-service training to aid them in adapting 
to this new approach where we look at students as individual 
human beings instead of group lots, marked for mass production. 
Mr. William Diamond, who will serve as principal in this facility, 
housing grades 3-5, will have returned from a year’s leave which 
has been devoted to the examination of the best educational sys- 
tem and programs in this country, England, and Canada. The 
staff serving this school is perhaps the most exciting and per- 
sonally motivated group of teachers I have ever been acquainted 
with. | 


Curriculum Development Research and Development 


We must consider that the investment we must make in cur- 
riculum development and research as being critical to our success 
in educating children. We cannot continue as we have in the 
past, embracing national programs such as “modern mathe- 
matics” and other similar ventures without careful consideration, 
experimentation, and adaptation with in-service training of 
teachers. Curriculum development must consider the latest re- 
search that is available about learning theory, relevancy to 
student needs, and must be a continuous cycle of designing, eval- 
uating, and redesigning as the needs of learners change in our 
society. 
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We shall begin to obtain some baseline data on the new math 
curriculum that was placed into operation this year. From this 
data we shall be able to begin making professional and intelligent 
judgments for change. Without this process education will con- 
tinue to be a “hit or miss” proposition. 


I join the staff in its plea that you as citizens which we serve 
help up in defining and overcoming our educational problems 
through your support, and more importantly, your personal in- 
volvement and counsel, in making the Windham Public Schools 
truly public and a model for education in the State of Maine.

SCHOOL BUDGET EXPLANATION 


Account 


100 Administration Account covers the administrative costs for the 
operation of the school system and the union which is comprised of 
Windham and Raymond. The starred items are those which the two 
communities share the expense proportionately. Windham pays a per- 
centage of .885 and Raymond .145. 


110 ‘This account reflects the salaries of administrative personnel. The 
110F account entitled Centralized Research, represents the salaries of 
those people involved in carrying out the approved curriculum revision 
in Language Arts K-12. 


126 This account represents contracted services by the School Com- 
mittee. 120a Payroll is the cost of conversion and operation of a com- 
puterized payroll system voted by the School Committee. ‘This conversion 
will save the equivalent time of a full time secretary, which would have 
to be added under the old system. 

120d represents fees for consultants which the School Committee may 
elect to engage to carry out studies, advise on school operations, and 
develop new economies in school operation. 


130 ‘This account deals with normal administrative expenses of the 
administration. 130a deals primarily with the School Committee’s mem- 
bership in the Maine School Management Association. 

We feel that the administration account represents sound economy in 
that it represents just one professional administrator, a bookkeeper, and 
two secretaries. The addition of a maintenance supervisor last year has 
also produced some positive gains within the system. 


200 Instruction: This account deals with the instructional portion of 
the budget and deals with all related expenses for instruction with the 
exception of equipment. 


210 Salaries for Instruction 


211 Principals salaries: This reflects the salaries of four full time 
principals, plus the differentials of assistant principals and head teachers 
totaling 5 people. 


212 Supervisors and Department Heads: This account reflects the 
salary of the Supervisor of Language Arts K-8 plus the differentials 
of the department heads at the High School. 


213 Instructional Staff: This account represents the salaries of per- 
sonnel directly involved in instruction. 


213a ‘Teachers: This reflects the salaries of 92 teachers who are paid 
according to the established salary schedule found in the budget booklet. 


213b Additional Staff: This figure represents the portion of the staff 
salaries from September through December on this year’s budget. The 
additional staff request includes the following staff positions necessitated 
by increased enrol!ments, re-distribution of elementary students due to 
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the opening of the new elementary school in North Windham. The pupil 
—teacher ratio for elementary grades will be reduced to 25-1. 
Staff Positions Elementary: 

3 Instructors (New Elementary School) 

1 Librarian—Resource Center Specialist (new elementary school) 

1 6th grade instructor 

2 Jr. High Instructors 

3/5 Music Instructors 

3/5 Art Instructor 
High School Staff: 1 English Instructor to handle increased load. 1 
Industrial arts Instructor to meet increased demands in this program, 
and to reduce class size back into safe operational level in terms of 
shop safety. 


214 Other Instructional Staff 
214a Represents 2 full time Librarians (1 Jr. High, 1 Sr. High) plus 


differentials paid to personnel who handle elementary library duties. 
214b Represents 3 Guidance Counselors (1 Jr. High, 2 Sr. High) 


214c Represents amount of money needed to cover teacher illness and 
tutoring requirements. Based on past operational expenses. 


214d Represents funds necessary for reimbursement to teachers for 
professional courses taken. 


214e Represents salaries of personnel involved in Adult Education 
Program. Nearly 90% of these funds will be recovered through course 
fees and State subsidization of this program. 


214g Represents salaries of vocational staff members which we receive 
50% reimbursement. 


214h Driver Education Salaries of Instructors course fees will cover 
operation of program. No expense to the Town of Windham. 


215 Secretarial and Clerical salaries of 3 school secretaries (1 Jr. High, 


2 Sr. High) 


215a Secretarial Additional Staff: One position at the High School .to 
handle increased enrollments. Some secretarial work is carried on by 
students but access to records and personnel files of students requires 
that students not be used. 


216 Assistant Teachers, Teacher Aides, and Noon Aides 
This account represents the salaries of: 
2 Teacher assistants 
5 Teacher Aides 
9 Noon Aides * (Required under contract with Teachers Assoc. 
to provide duty free lunch period for all elementary teachers.) 


216a Additional Staff includes one aide for Field Allen School to serve 
as secretary and aide for the 6th grade to be housed there. Includes two 
aides for the High School to cover study halls, in order to free pro- 
fessional staff members for additional instructional duties. 


220 Textbooks: ‘This represents a per pupil expenditure of $10.00 per 
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student in this category. This account is up mainly to the spiraling 
costs of printing and publishing. 


230 Library and Audio-Visual 


230a Library Books represents approximately $1,000.00 per grade level 
or a per pupil expenditure of $5.45. 


230b Periodicals and Newspapers cost of subscriptions, newspaper in 
the classroom projects etc. 


230c Audio-Visual Materials Includes films, filmstrips, maps, charts, 
recordings etc. 


230d Other School Library Expenses: Includes the operational costs 
of the libraries, supplies, etc. 


230e P.R.I.M.E. Portland Regional Instructional Media’ Exchange 
Fees based on $200.00 per pupil which entitles the system to free films, 
audio-visual materials and resources. Usage of these materials if they 
were to be purchased on the open market in the form of rentals etc. 
would cost the system approximately 15-20,000 dollars annually. This 
is a tremendous investment for the services rendered. 


240 Teaching Supplies: Covers all supplies K-12 which are submitted 
for bid purchasing. 


250 Other expenses for Instruction: 
250a_ Includes supplies for all school offices 
250b Cost of approved travel by School Committee at .12c per mile 


250c Supplies for In-Service Training: This account is used for in- 
service training of the staff in developing staff expertise in new pro- 
grams and improved instructional technique. 


250d Speakers and Instructors used in the in-service programs such as, 
Reading and Learning Disabilities, and Drug Education. 


250e Graduation Expenses: Normally just the cost of diplomas and 
other related graduation expenses would be found in this account annu- 
ally. This year funds have been included in this account to build gradu- 
ation risers for out of doors exercises due to excessive rental costs and 
the inability to house graduation adequately within the building. 


260 Membership Dues, Professional Books and Subscriptions and ap- 
proved Education-Conferences: This account provides for memberships 
which are required in order that Windham students may participate 
with other schools, such as in music, State Principals Association etc. 
Account also includes monics for professional books and subscriptions 
for staff usage. Also approved educational conferences that are of inter- 
est and important to the system. 


270 Rental of Equipment: Includes rental of one 16mm projector in 
use at the Junior High School. 
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300 Attendance Services: Required expense for Truant Officer, which 
carries an annual stipend of $50.00 plus 12c per mile for actual travel. 


400 Health Services: Includes cost of School Physician for immuniza- 
tions, physicals and other related health services. 


500 ‘Transportation Account: 


510 Salaries of 1 Supervisor—Mechanic, 1 Driver-Mechanic, 13 Drivers, 
plus one additional driver to be added in September as the system will 
have to pick up the responsibility of transporting children to the Cere- 
bral Palsy and blind school centers, required by State Law. 


5206 Contracted Services: Represents % cost of uniform rental of bus 
drivers. 


530 Replacement of Vehicles: We have budgeted for the replacement 
of two vehicles, which calls for replacement of a bus after 6 years of 
usage. Depending upon the condition of the vehicles to be replaced, 
they will either be sold at bid, or used as back up vehicles and short 
runs. With the size of the bus fleet it is apparent that vehicle replace- 
ment will be an annual item in the budget. 


540 This account reflects the cost of fleet insurance and the insurance 
on the bus garage. 


960 Operational expenses of bus fleet. 


960g Maintenance of vehicles by private garages: Although all mainte- 
nance is performed in our own shop, there are occasions when a vehicle 
is out of state on a field trip or a great distance from Windham, this 
account covers these emergency expenditures. 


600 Operation of Plant: This account deals with all of the personnel] 
supplies and services associated with the operation of all schools. 


610a Represents the salaries of 12 Custodians. 
610b Salary of Groundskeeper. 


610d Additional staff: Request for 3 additional custodians; 2 custo- 
dians to staff the new elementary school and one custodian to work 
swing shift and cover vacations. 


610e Substitutes and Overtime: Although we adhere to a regular work 
week there are emergency situations that arise that may require custodial 
overtime. Also replacement of personnel on sick leave. 


620 Contracted Services: Required services submitted for bid. 


630 Heat: This account represents the cost of heating schools an- 
nually. Fuel is placed out for bidding to achieve the best possible price. 
Amount also includes a protection for operation of the new school for 
a four month period in this budget. 


640 Utilities: Obvious necessities which continue to cost more. The 
Central Maine Power Company rate increase of 15% this year is one 
typical example with an anticipated rate increase for telephones. 
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650 Supplies for Operation of Plant: Custodial supplies for buildings, 
vehicles purchased under this account. 


700 Maintenance of Plant: This account warrants a more detailed 
explanation since this account replaces what was referred to in previous 
Town warrants as the Repair Account. There is but one significant 
change that should be noted. This account also contains funds for the 
replacement of equipment in the school system, such as desks, type- 
writers, etc. These items are no longer chargeable to capital outlay 
or equipment since they are replacement items. This is extremely im- 
portant in that by breaking out capital outlay correctly we become 
eligible for additional subsidy which will be explained under that account. 
This account will still continue to be voted as a separate article in the 
warrant designated as ‘‘Maintenance of Plant’. 


710a Salaries: Provides funds for the employment of summer repair 
crew. 


720 Contracted Services: These are repairs that the system con- 
tracts to have performed, such as roof repairs, electrical, plumbing, and 
are usually handled by competitive bid. 


720a Upkeep of grounds: Includes requested funds for the resurfacing 
of the tennis courts which are in extremely poor shape and have had 
no major maintenance since their installation. 


720b Repair of buildings: Includes major roof repair to high school 
repair of shingled roofs on elementary buildings, conversion of elementary 
classrooms at J. A. Andrew and Arlington Schools to conform to light- 
ing standards. This will be a conversion to fluorescent lighting, lowering 
of ceilings to conserve heat and cover deteriorated ceilings, replace- 
ment of plumbing fixtures etc. 


720c Repair of Equipment: This account covers all system service 
agreements ranging from business machines to boilers, bell and alarm 
systems. 


730 Replacement of Equipment. 


730a_ Instructional: Funds included are for elementary furniture 
replacement and furniture and typewriter replacement at the high 
school. 


730b Non-Instructional: Funds included for replacement of mimeo- 
graph machine and typewriter at Superintendent’s Office, Business ma- 
chines and veri-fax copiers at elementary schools, and office equipment 
at the high school. 


740 Other Expenditures for Maintenance of Plant: This account pro- 
vides the funds for materials and supplies for the repair work com- 
pleted by system personnel. We attempt to complete as much repair 
work with our own staff to avoid the high labor mark up associated 
with contract work. 


800 This account deals with expenditures for Fixed Charges. 
810 Employee Benefits: 
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810a Local Retirement Lump Sum Payment: Negotiated in teachers 
contract provides for a payment based on years of service in community. 


810b Represents the School Department’s obligation for Blue Cross 
and Blue Shield protection for employees as a result of negotiations. 


820 Insurance and Judgements: ‘This represents the breakdown for 
all types of insurance required for operation of schools and liability 
protection. 


900 This account is veted separately at the Town Meeting as Hot 
Lunch and will be voted separately this year under the heading of 
Food Services. The figure of $8,000.00 represents the money raised to 
support the hot lunch program and is the Town’s total financial support 
for its operation. Other than this subsidy amount the hot lunch pro- 
gram is self sustaining. 


1000 This account deals with Student Activities. 


1020c Athletics: The $1,000.00 represents the cost of operation of 
the junior high school intra-mural program plus the cost of officials and 
expense of interscholastic athletics. 


1020d Other: Figure of $300.00 represents the yearbook subsidy pro- 
vided to meet the cost of production of the yearbook. 


1200 Capital Outlay: This is another account which is voted sep- 
arately at the Town Meeting and was formerly identified as the “Equip- 
ment Account”. This change is extremely important to the community 
since by breaking out actual capital outlay expenses under the new 
budget format we can apply for capital outlay subsidy. Windham is 
eligible for 33% reimbursement of approved outlay. It should be noted 
that other expenses are included in this account now for example 1220c 
Remodeling Funds. We have budgeted $5,000.00 for remodeling of the 
Newhall School for conversion to a kindergarten center and scheduled 
remodeling of the Corrective Reading Office area. 


1230 _ Equipment: The following categories of equipment are broken 
down to provide clarity of the designation of these funds and their 
intended use. The total equipment request represents $45,200, and 
appears to be a tremendous increase over the amount requested and 
appropriated last year. Actually, monies for equipment in past budgets 
have been distributed over several accounts and do not show up collec- 
tively as they do this year. For example, funds for the purchase of a 
new mini bus for the transportation of handicapped children, equip- 
ment for the operation and maintenance of plant, and food services 
appeared as part of other categories in previous budgets. Actual school 
equipment requests represent only $33,500.00 of the requested $45,- 
200.00 or an increase of approximately $5,000.00 over last year. 


1230b Administration: (Non-Instructional Equipment) Equipment 
purchases such as furniture, dictating machines, business machines, type- 
writers, file cabinets, photocopiers etc. for use in school and central 
administrative offices. 
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1230c Instructional Equipment: All equipment that is instructionally 
related. Examples: student and teacher desks and chairs, bookcases, 
business machines, shop machinery, tools, musical instruments, motion 
picture projectors and other audio-visual equipment etc. 


1230e Pupil Transportation: Represents estimated cost of mini-bus 
for required transportation of handicapped children. 


1230f Operation of Plant: Included in this is the purchase of a new 
pump for the operation of the sewerage treatment plant. 


1230g Maintenance of Plant Equipment such as floor machines, suction 
vacumn cleaners and other custodial equipment. 


1230 Food Services: Expenditures such as refrigeration, stoves, kitchen 
equipment, dishwashers etc. 


1300 Debt Service Account: ‘This account voted as a separate article 
reflects the current payment due on the high school building from the 
Maine State School Building Authority. 


1400 Outgoing Transfers: This account reflects the anticipated ex- 
penditures for tuitions to other school systems and subsequent transpor- 
tation expenses for the balance of this school year. 


Elementary tuitions for example are to schools for handicapped chil- 
dren for which the community offers no program. 


Secondary tuitions are tuition expenses incurred for students attend- 
ing Regional Vocational Centers.

In our opinion, the exhibits and schedules incorporated in 
this report, present fairly the financial position of the Town at 
December 31, 1973, and the results of its operations for the 
period indicated.

Scope of Audit 


The system of internal control was reviewed as it pertained to 
the handling of cash and other matters of financial ‘concern. 
Count of cash was made and records checked to determine the 
accuracy of recorded transactions. Cash accounts were verified 
by reconciliation of statements furnished by the depositories 
and/or bank confirmation. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as dis- 
bursements and bank charges. Vouchers, payrolls and canceled 
checks were examined on a selective basis. Letters of confirmation 
were used on a test basis to verify the correctness of recorded 
assets and liabilities. 
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Revenue accruing to the municipality from various sources was 
reviewed and checked to pertinent records. Records of town 
meetings and minutes of selectmen’s meeting, as they pertained 
to financial matters, were checked. Federal revenue sharing, debt, 
trust and reserve fund transactions were examined. Surety bond 
coverage was determined. 


COMMENTS 
Departmental Operations 


The fiscal year’s operations showed a net unexpended depart- 
mental balance of $79,636.04 was lapsed to surplus, per the fol- 
lowing summary: 


Departmental Accounts: 


Unexpended Balance $ 90,692.88 
Overdrafts 11,056.84 
Net Unexpended Balance $ 79,636.04 


The overlay, suplemental taxes and-unexpended balances in 
interest, general government and building inspector accounts, less 
tax abatements and overdrafts in town welfare and social security 
accounts were the major factors contributing to the net unex- 
pended balance lapsed. ‘The records did not indicate that author- 
ity had been granted by the legislative body allowing overdrafts 
in appropriation accounts. 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying financial 
statements: 


ASSETS . .’. . The general fund cash balance, which included 
general, federal revenue sharing, special and change funds, 
totaled $467,093.58 at December 31, 1973. The bank balance 
used in reconciling this amount were confirmed by the depository. 
The change fund was counted. 


Acounts receivable of $3,310.78 at the close of the year con- 
sisted of revenue sharing funds due from the State of Maine, 
interest due from the Canal National Bank and fees due from 
the town clerk. The greatest portion of these amounts had been 
received at date of audit. 


Taxes receivable totaling $158,219.94 consisted principally of 
current year accounts of $154,494.31. The remaining balance of 
$3,725.63 was for prior years dating from 1967. Tax deeds and 
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tax liens amounted to $53,653.82 and $296.66 respectively. These 
accounts date from 1964. 


DEFERRED CHARGES .... Expenditures of $9,067.09, which 
were in excess of funds available, as shown on Exhibit D, are 
carried forward as deferred charges pending futher financial 
activity. 3 ; 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS ... . Liabilities 
amounted to $116.75 and consisted of an amount due govern- 
mental agencies for payroll deductions. 


Unexpended departmental balances of $174,983.52 were 
carried forward to the ensuing year in accordance with legal re- 
quirements and/or customary practice. It is suggested that the 
voters stipulate annually the accounts, except those which are by 
law required to be caried, that are to be forwarded to the ensuing 
year. 


Excise tax collections of $154,717.44 are reserved for future 
allocation by the voters. | 


A special school account balance totaling $30,063.60, repre- 
senting State subsidides, is applicable to the following year. The 
excess of State revenue sharing revenue over estimated totaling 
$1,350.32 is carried forward to be applied toward the 1974 tax 
commitment. 


An overpayment of 1973 taxes of $194.41 is being held in 
escrow at the year end. 


Federal revenue sharing payments for the entitlement periods 
January 1, 1972 to June 30, 1972, July 1, 1972 to December 31, 
1972, January 1, 1973 to June 30, 1973 and the first quarterly 
payment for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1973 amounted to 
$102,591.00. Interest earnings credited to the fund were $2,585.65. 
Appropriated federal revenue sharing funds of $3,000.00 were 
transferred to the town’s operating account and expended for 
environmental protection purposes. Unappropriated funds at 


December 31, 1973 totaled $102,176.65. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $228,289.18, an in- 
crease of $80,385.22 for the year. This change resulted principally 
from the net unexpended departmental balance lapsed. 


DEBT FUND .... The debt fund, incorporated in the balance 
sheet as a separate fund, reflects outstanding fire station notes of

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$90,000.00 and school construction bonds of $570,000.00. These 


obligations mature in the ensuing nineteen years. 


TRUST AND RESERVE FUNDS .... The trust fund princi- 
pals were $30,021.33 and unexpended income amounted to 
$9,438.15 at the year end. An amount of $250.00 was due the 
general fund. These funds were invested in time deposits. 


The fire department equipment capital reserve fund amounted 
to $8,453.60 and was invested in a time deposit at the year end. 


General 


The use of excise tax to reduce the current year tax levy and 
an appropriation from the federal revenue sharing fund were 
voter authorized. The voters also authorized the borrowing of 
$90,000.00 for the construction of a new fire station.

We are extremely grateful to all of those civic-minded citi- 
zens who have helped us and the Town by serving on Town 
Committees. Our thanks are also extended to the service clubs 
and other organizations for their unselfish devotion to the com- 
munity. 


Some of the accomplishments during 1973 were as follows:

The new Windham elementary school was completed and 
dedicated. It stands as a monument to progressive educa- 
tion in our town; unselfish devotion of time by Mr. Earl 
Sweatland and the members of the School Building Com- 
mittee; and, as a credit to every member of our com- 
munity. 


There were fifty new trees planted this past fall. There 
will be matching funds from the State Forest Service 
which will be used for additional plantings and Elm stump 
removal. Your attentive and continued “loving care” for 
trees planted in your area will be appreciated. 


The quality of our roads continues to improve, however, 
there is still much to be done. The roads which are being 
submitted for consideration for acceptance, have been in- 
spected from beginning to completion; proper drainage is 
assured and and they have been hard-topped. 


The completion of a new fire station at North Windham. 
Not only is it larger and more modern but it will affect 
insurance rates in the area favorably. Because of sound 
fiscal management in 1973, we are able to pay for this 
station out of surplus instead of raising and appropriating 


the $90,000.00. 


For the first time in Windham’s history, we held an open 
forum. One, which was well attended, was to openly dis- 
cuss revenue sharing monies. The other, not to well at- 
tended, was to discuss the articles to be voted upon at 
town meeting.-In any event, it afforded every citizen the 
opportunity to question and discuss the issues facing our 
town. As a result of those meetings we have maintained 
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the town budget at a level which should not increase the 
tax rate. 


6. The newly Created Recreation Committee instituted some 
programs which were most effective. Mrs. Janet Perrin 
and the members of this committee are to be congratu- 
lated. 


7. Our Environmental Improvement Committee under the 
leadership of Ronald Strout is to be commended for its 
outstanding work in water quality testing and investiga- 
tion of the solid waste problem. The work accomplished 
by this committee is exemplary toward long range plan- 
ning rather than stop gap measures. | 


The Board of Selectmen wish to thank all members of the 
Planning Board for their many long hours and hard work in 
forming the Town of Windham in a manner in which we can 
be most proud. We realize with such a fast growth that Wind- 
ham is undergoing, that this job is a most difficult one. We 
hope with the years to come you will keep up the fine work 
you are doing and that it is greatly appreciated. 


We would like to take this opportunity to express our thanks 
to the Windham Police for their effort in making Windham a 
safer place to live.

For the year ending December 31, 1973, as part time Build- 
ing Inspector for Windham, I present the following activities 
for the year.

Report of Plumbing Inspector 


For the year ending December 31, 1973, I present to the citi- 
zens of Windham the following report of plumbing permits 
issued. 


During the year a total of 411 plumbing permits were issued 
and included:

A total of $4,808.55 was collected. 


As Windham’s part time Plumbing Inspector, I am in a posi- 
tion to see how very rapidly the Town is growing. I feel very 
strongly that a full time inspector is needed, so he may be avail- 
able during the day to take care of the many problems that 
arise, and the many inspections that should be done. It is an 
expense to the homeowner for equipment, as the Plumbing In- 
spector has 24 hours to inspect, after notification. Because of 
the new State Shoreline Zoning, there will be many more in- 
spections to be made. I also feel that the Town should adopt 
its own Plumbing Code.

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Report of School Facilities Committee 


The committee met on a number of occasions to determine 
the need, if any, for a new secondary facility. The committee 
was established in accordance with Article 77 of the 1972 an- 
nual report. 


There are two factors which strongly affect the committee’s 
thinking when reviewing secondary school facilities needs. First 
is the overcrowding existent in the current high school and 
second, is the woefully inadequate condition of the junior high 
school. Each of these were reviewed in turn by the committee: 


the 


The high school is estimated to be capable of containing 

620 students with the current curriculum. Although de- 

signed for 700 students, the offering of more electives 

reduces the efficiency of the available square footage. Cer- 

tain other consolidations have had to be made to facilitate 

classroom requirements. 

a.) Cafeteria stage converted to Art (72-73) and then to 
Reading Lab (73-74) 

) Storage closets to Physics Lab (72) 

) Reading Lab converted to classroom (73-74) 

) Language Lab to Lab/Classroom (73-74) 

) Cloakroom to storage area (72-73) 

) Portable classroom acquired for Art (73-74) 

) Curtailment of the Building Trade program to double 
capacity for Industrial Arts.

Naturally, as these consolidations occur, there results a 
corresponding decrease in learning, caused purely by en- 
vironmental factors. Classrooms or areas designed by an 
architect for one purpose are sometimes less than ideal 
when converted to other uses. The high school is cur- 
rently limited in that it cannot expand in the fields of home 
economics, business education or in guidance. The Library 
facility does not meet capacity standards of 15% of the 
student body. Additionally, it lacks shelving, storage and 
working space, and a periodical area. A library for a school 
of this size should have 28,000 volumes as opposed to the 
current count of 16,000. 


It should be noted that the Physics Lab, formerly a storage 
closet, has no windows and little ventilation. Any lab ex- 
pansion in the sciences area is impossible in the current 


facility. 
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2. A look at the junior high school presents additional 


strength to the argument for a new school at the secondary 
level. The obvious intimation being that by building addi- 
tional high school facilities, we create a new jr. high fa- 
cility out of the existing high school. 


The current junior high is beset with problems. 


a.) The buildings themselves (those built prior to 1957) 
are dangerously combustible. 


b.) Electrical loads are created in normal everyday educa- 
tional activities that cause fuses to blow repeatedly. 


c.) Crowding has occurred to the extent that a music 
room had to be created out of a storage area adja- 
cent to a balcony overlooking the gym. 


d.) The Library is currently in a building across a town 
street from the principal junior high building. It is not 
capable of handling the required student load. 


e.) Students must also cross the Windham Center road to 
use the Industrial Arts facility. 


f.) In 1972-73 teachers voluntarily went from the man- 
datory 5 classes to 6, in an effort to reduce class 
crowding. 


ge.) A storage dressing room off the stage is now an indi- 
vidual music lesson room. 


h. 


— 


The heating plant must generate excessive heat for 
certain rooms, to maintain any heat in other rooms. 
Steam actually billows out from under exterior shingles 
on very cold days. 


A review of the aforementioned lower grade population 
statistics shows a severe problem developing in September 
1974. Enrollment currently is at 315 in the junior high, 
in 1974 (using current 6th and 7th grade figures) it will 
be 339M 19757339. 


A variety of alternatives were explored by the committee. 


a.) Build no new facility. The results of this decision 
would be the rapid deterioration of our educational 
programs, loss of accreditation, etc. 
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Build an add-on to the existing high school. Class- 
rooms, new locker rooms and an auxiliary gym would 
have to be built (as well as corridors, toilets and stor- 
age). Estimates for this hovered around an uncon- 
firmed figure of $23.00/sq. foot. This solution ignores 
the conditions existent in the junior high. 


c.) Build a new junior high. This solution would not cor- 


a 


rect the senior high school crowding situation. 


Construct a new high school facility. This solution 
permits adequate facilities for the high school level 
as well as the junior high school. Some opportunities 
for consolidation of other grades may be created. The 
existing junior high school could be made available for 
other municipal uses. 


‘The committee has voted to recommend herewith that a sec- 


ondary school facility be constructed to facilitate a reasonable 
projected growth. Additionally, the present high school should 
be utilized as a junior high school. The current junior high 
school should be converted to other municipal use. The high 
school will be overcrowded because of curriculum requirements 
in 74-75. The junior high school is population overcrowded 
now and will be seriously so in 1974-75. Accordingly, a building 
committee should be established as soon as possible to act on 
the recommendation of this committee.

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Fire Station 
Building Report 


We are happy to report that our committee has successfully 
carried out your wishes to erect a new fire station building in 
North Windham. This was accomplished even though such prob- 
lems as inflation in construction costs and shortage of materials 
brought the cost of the building to much more than was origin- 
ally anticipated. 


Our committee in December 1972 prepared a floor plan and 
guideline specification, and presented these to two metal build- 
ing contractors for a preliminary estimate with the result that 
a $90,000. budget was set up, this was voted on at ‘Town meet- 
ing in March 1973. 


In May we received preliminary bids from two contractors, 
with Brown Construction being low bidder by $1,200. However 
by this time materials and labor costs had increased by 29 to 
30 percent. At a special town meeting we asked for $35,000. 
additional to complete this building. This money was taken from 
the revenue sharing funds. 


Our committee decided on the metal prefab building due to 
the general knowledge that a metal building would cost much 
less than a conventional masonry building. We know we have 
the best available in the Behlen building. We had hoped to have 
brickwork along the front, however the cost of adding this was 
too much for our budget of $126,000. This could be done any- 


time in the future if the citizens so wish. 


The Town owned lot adjacent to the cemetery was selected 
for the building site mainly because of economy and being 
centrally located. 


Report of the Fire Chief 


In filing my annual report as Fire Chief I wish to take this 
opportunity to thank the citizens of Windham for their co- 
operation and support this past year. 


I would also like to take a moment to thank the citizens for 
the greatly needed new Fire Station in North Windham. I feel 
the building committee did a great job on this project and gave 
the firemen and rescue members the type of station they needed, 
and a station the Town can be proud of. The building com- 
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mittee had a lot of pressure put on them because of the rising 
cost of materials and labor after the Town meeting, but they 
weathered the storm and came up with a beautiful building 
with a price the town could afford. Many thanks to this hard 
working committee for their devoted time and interest in the 
growth of Windham. 


We are very fortunate to have in our fire department a well 
qualified rescue crew, which responded to 327 emergencies this 
past year. I don’t think that our fellow citizens realize the train- 
ing and preparation the rescue members have to have to pro- 
vide the town with this great service. At this time we have some 
members giving two night a week to attend a special training 
course at SMVTI. I would like to give special thanks to the 
rescue crew for a job well done. 


This past year we have had 135 fires. I feel the fire loss is 
very small for a town of this size and I contribute this to pre- 
planning and our fire prevention program in our school system. 
The firemen have had a busy year with general training and 
state training by the Department of Education Fire Service 
every Wednesday night and special classes on other nights. Also 
care and maintenance of equipment and buildings on Sunday 
mornings. 


One thing I would like to point out which most people do not 
realize, the firemen only receive pay when the alarm rings at 
the rate of $2.00 per hour, all other activity is volunteer. A lot 
of the firemen buy their own protective gear which averages 
about $100.00 per man. The fire companies have projects to 
raise money to buy training equipment for use in the depart- 
ment, they also buy equipment for use in firefighting, like air 
packs, smoke ejectors and some things to go on the trucks. 


These men are devoted firemen and the town should be proud 
of them. 


In closing I wish to thank the three companies and their aux- 
iliaries for their support and co-operation this past year.

Report of Library Trustees 


The year 1973 has seen the Windham Public Library come 
alive with activity. This activity has not only concerned books 
and reading, but has encompassed many areas of interest. 


One of the most rewarding has been the Story-Hour for pre- 
schoolers, conducted by Friends of the Library President, Mrs. 
William Davis. Your Trustees feel strongly that any program 
which will encourage reading at any age level is very important. 


We have sponsored a film series on great art, which was well 
received, and have obtained many films from the State Library, 
as well as PRIME, for use by various groups in the ‘Town. 
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Through the efforts of our excellent Librarian, Mrs. Cooper, 
we are now a depository for talking books for blind and sight 
impaired people for this area. 


Our collection has grown greatly in the past year because of 
the foresight of the Town in approving our budget for 1973, 
which allowed us to add 2,719 new books. We now have a total 
of 8,000 volumes. The selection of books is being done by your 
Librarian, with the help of a Selection Committee, who review 
and recommend new additions. 


We are continuing a program of expansion in the Reference 
Area of the Library, as more and more people are using the 
facilities. 


Usage of the Library in terms of the number of books cir- 
culated shows a marked increase over 1972, with a total of 
32,894. This is an increase of approximately 50%, and your 
Trustees feel very gratified that we are a part of this excellent 
service for the Town. 


Again this year, we have received several gifts, such as the 
loam and fill for the parking area from C. R. Tandberg, the 
concrete for our steps from Blue Rock, a film strip viewer and 
cassette player from the Windham Hill Women’s Club, and a 
set of Children’s Encyclopedia from Federal Foods. Also a dona- 
tion from Mrs. Richard Dyke enabled us to add substantially to 
our children’s book collection. ‘The Lions Club donated a Singer 
Graflex 16 MM Sound projector at a cost of $600.00. 


Many other gifts were received during the past year, includ- 
ing the gift of talents and time by many wonderful volunteers, 
without whose help we would be unable to function. 


Last year in our report, we stated we felt that Windham had 
one of the most active libraries in the area. This past year has 
proven that we not only have one of the most active, but also 
one of the finest facilities in the State, and we are very proud 
to be a part of its success.

Report of 
Environmental Improvement Committee 


This past year has been one of success and frustration in the 
environmental field. The frustration came from the impound- 
ment of water quality improvement funds which indefinitely de- 
layed the Westbrook Sewerage Treatment project. The plant in 
Westbrook would have served most of South Windham Village 
and would have solved some serious problems in that area. We 
are still hopeful that this project is to be undertaken within the 
next two years. 


One of the successful projects that was undertaken by the 
Environmental Improvement Committee was the implementa- 
tion of the lake survey. We now have begun to establish base 
Jine data that can be used as a guide in future testing to watch- 
dog the water quality of Windham’s great ponds. 


This survey will be an ongoing project that should include 
further testing of great ponds and should be expanded to in- 
clude the major streams in the Town. A report prepared by 
Robert McFarland is included with this report and gives the 
results of the first series of test runs. 


Another extremely important area of responsibility is the 
preparation of a plan to close the present dump and replace it 
with a disposal system that is environmentally sound. We have 
limited the possibilities to joining the C.O.G. Regional Baling 
and Landfill System or purchasing a municipal incineraton 
system. Iwo members of the Environmental Improvement Com- 
mittee and one of the Selectmen have made plans to make an 
on-sight inspection of a municipal incineration system in Hous- 
ton, Texas. This system has been in operation five years and 
should answer most of the questions that we have on incinera- 
tion. 


Whichever system of solid waste disposal is selected, it seems 
apparent that a Town rubbish collection system is a necessity. 
The elimination of the dump means that the disposal sight will 
be confined to a small building and would make it impossible 
to facilitate the disposal of rubbish by individuals. 


Report to the town of Windham, Maine of the water condi- 
tions of the lakes tested under our agreement with the E.I.C. 


_ > 
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This report covers the general conditions of five major bodies 
of water, not including Little Sebago Lake which was surveyed 
by others under a separate contract. The lakes we tested were 
Collins Pond, Dundee Pond, Forest Lake, Highland Lake and 
Pettengill Pond. 

In general we found these areas to be in fair to good condi- 
tion, but the tributaries to some need attention. Conditions of 
all are within the limits suggested for recreational waters. 

Collins Pond appears to be excellent except for a possibility 
of eutrophication from the swamp area near the inlet, appar- 
ently due to past saw mill operations in that area. 

Dundee Pond, at the park, gave no concern, even at high 
water. 

Forest Lake tests showed good recreational conditions. 

Highland Lake is fairly good. The open lake and the dam 
at the outlet show excellent conditions. On the other hand, two 
major contributing streams are quite polluted, and action should 
be taken to clean them up. They both flow through a series of 
back yards and are exposed to multiple pollution sources. 


Pettengill Pond presents a serious potential problem. It is 
spring fed, so the pollution probably emanates from the sur- 
rounding houses and the highway. Pollution is not quite at a 
hazardous level, but the association and/or the town should be 
on guard against a pollution increase, and make an attempt to 
zero in on the probable causes. Some coliform counts ran as 
much as 1400 at the outlet, and the average was about 700. 
Dissolved oxygen was low, but not too low for a normal fish 
population. 


Approximately 150 samples were taken, and approximately 
1,200 tests were made. Some results were adversely affected by 
the heavy rains during the summer. We had a late start, and 
concentrated testing did not begin until the middle of July. 
Testing continued through October, when the available funds 
were exhausted. It is our opinion that testing should begin in 
early May and continue through November, with spot tests 
made during the winter months. 

A more technical report has been made through the E.I.C., 
and detailed records are available from our laboratory on re- 
quest.

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Report of Recreation Committee 


The objectives of the new Windham Recreation Committee 
may be described in three parts. First, to provide year round 
leisure time programs for all age groups of Windham residents. 
Secondly, to correlate the leisure time activities provided by 
other local civic organizations into a unified leisure time pro- 
gram and thirdly, to assume the responsibilities of the function- 
ing of these programs. 


The enthusiastic response to our first year’s programs from 
young children through to our Senior Citizens has demonstrated 
the appreciation and need for recreational activities from all 
areas of our community. This, together with the overwhelming 
support from parent volunteers, school administration and staff 
and local merchants without which many of our programs could 
not have been implemented, has demonstrated an unprecedented 
spirit of cooperation within our community. 


Over eight hundred of our Windham residents participated 
in our programs. These programs included tennis, gardening 
and canoe clinics; tennis lessons for juniors and adults; a sum- 
mer evening open gym program; a two week pilot summer 
recreation program for elementary students, game leadership at 
Olde Home Day; adult yoga classes; a fall foliage bus trip for 
Senior Citizens; a Junior High Drop-In Center a Community 
Chorus; financial support for the Elementary Halloween Party. 
In addition members of our Committee worked with the Adult 
Education Director in planning and developing programs under 
this funding. 


Thus, the Committee members feel we have made a begin- 
ning on our first goal. Now it is for the Committee to creatively 
expand on these programs. There are many areas of interest 
which have been suggested to us which we are anxious to pursue 
and offer to the people. Included would be an expanded pro- 
gram for children and teenagers, daytime classes in Arts and 
Crafts for adults, Dog Obedience training, square dancing, Com- 
munity Theatre, a social center for the Senior Citizens, ice skat- 
ing and Hockey, safe bike trails, more Little League, Babe Ruth 
and softball teams for boys and girls and even to be considered 
a Day Care Center. 


However, to develop and carry out our present programs as 
well as to develop and implement new ones we need facilities. 
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As we know Windham is a fast growing and changing Com- 
munity and the Recreation Committee feels provision should be 
made now in all planning activities to provide for the increasing 
leisure time of its citizens. To continue to improve our present 
programs we have several needs including ball fields, lights and 
fencing at the High School Tennis Courts and a boat launching 
area. However, of prime importance and we feel one of the 
Towns greatest needs is a Center Building where programs may 
be scheduled at time most convenient for those desiring and 
needing them. Then we could establish a unified headquarters 
to coordinate all the programs and activities provided by all 
our various Town Organizations and thus fulfill the second and 
third objectives of the Windham Recreation Committee. 


To implement this goal we would like to establish a council 
of all community area groups and organizations to serve as a 
clearing house for all citizens suggestions, opinions, interests and 
needs. Then the Recreation Committee could develop responses 
to total community needs, services and resources to improve 
the quality of life in Windham for all residents through co- 
operative and coordinated efforts. 


To these ends the Windham Recreation Committee wishes to 
express its thanks, appreciation and gratitude for the support 
the Town has demonstrated this first year and to enlist your 
continued support and input in our programs to follow.

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Report of Planning Board 


Again the continuing growth of the Town of Windham at a 
very rapid pace, has made for a very active year for the Plan- 
ning Board. 


Within this year the Planning Board, for personal reasons 
only, lost two fine, dedicated men. Mr. Rudy Gagnon, who was 
chairman, resigned in June. Mr. Frederick Kelley, who became 
the new chairman, resigned in September. Both of these men 
have, and will, continue to be missed for their hard work and 
dedication to the Town of Windham. 


In the year 1973 the Planning Board has held 13 public and 
executive type meetings, and conducted 6 public hearings. We 
have accepted or reviewed 20 subdivisions. In addition we have 
made many site inspections of existing subdivisions, as well as 
those proposed. Many have attended classes on Lake Shore 
Zoning, presented by the State of Maine. 


At this time we have 14 developments, 1 of them under sub- 
division, with 7 proposed. These developments consists of from 
3 to 59 homes. In addition to this there are many single homes 
being built, as well as apartment houses. 


With this picture before us, knowing that the Town is grow- 
ing at a very fast rate, and that pressure is being placed on that 
part of ‘Town that seems to have no growth at all, or at a very 
slow pace, referring of course to the Schools, Fire Department, 
Police Department, as well as our Sewerage System. And of 
course there are many other departments that need a lot of 
planning. 


With all of this going on, the Planning Board is taking a very 
strong look at subdivisions, and will insist that they live by the 
Subdivision Standards set forth in 1972. There has been, and 
will continue to be, very few variances extended, either in sub- 
division developments or private lots. Thus giving the balance 
of the Town of Windham a hopeful chance to catch up. 


I would like to thank the members of the Planning Board for 
their kind understanding, and help given to me as their new 
chairman. Each and every one has always been there when 
needed. The time that these men put in, the traveling they do, 
all at their own expense has been amazing. I am sure that one 
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day, and with hopes it will be soon, these men can at least be 
compensated for their travel expense. 


To the Board of Selectmen, as well as to the Building and 
Plumbing Inspector, we extend our many thanks for all of their 
cooperation during the past year.

Report of Forest Service

Dear Mr. Allen: 


The following is a brief report showing the status of white 
pine blister rust control in Windham. 


Blister rust is a tree disase that kills white pines. Fungus 
spores, produced on the leaves of currant and gooseberry bushes, 
infect nearby pines through the needles. Practical control is 
simple; remove the currant and gooseberry bushes growing near 
enough to cause the infection. The cost of this work is financed 
with town and state funds. 


Control of the disease has been established on all of the white 
pine-growing land in Windham. Over 23,000 acres have been 
worked to protect more than 12,200 acres of pine. The problem 
from now on will be to maintain control on the present area 
and protect new stands as they develop. 


During 1973 we examined 3,037 acres in Windham. Inten- 
sive crew work was performed on 3 acres and 2,095 currant and 
gooseberry bushes were destroyed. The work cost $981.41, 
(Town of Windham, $349.98; State of Maine, $631.43.) 


Work plans for 1974 in Windham consist of giving attention 
to 1,472 acres which were last worked during the 1964 period. 
It is expected that state funds will again supplement town funds 
on at least a matching basis.

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Report of | 
Windham Park and Conservation Commission 
For Year 1973 


This was another successful year in the operation of the Dun- 
dee Park. Prior to the opening, bushes were trimmed, repairs 
were made to the ticket booth and restroom doors; as some 
winter erosion had taken place on the beach, sand was brought 
in by John Hall. 


The young men employed through the Neighborhood Youth 
Corp. cut brush and planted grass seed along the roadways and 
cut brush around picnic tables. 


The attendance at the Park is holding steady; the average 
attendance per day this year was 231 in comparison with 225 
in 1972. Labor Day week-end saw 600 people taking advantage 
of the facilities. 


Again, a swimming program was held, this year under the 
capable direction of Barbara Hunt; it proved to be successful 
and well attended. 


Recommendations of the Committee for 1974 are as follows: 


1. Fee for resident tickets to be increased to $5.00, the fee 
for non-residents to be increased to $10.00. 


2. As noted in the proposed budget the payroll will be in- 
creased as it is highly recommended that two supervisors be 
hired and be paid $3.00 per hour for a forty hour week—the 
reason being that a mature person should be on the grounds 
at all times. 


3. To insure the safety of swimmers, four lifeguards should 
be hired at the rate of $2.50 per hour for a forty hour week. 
These lifeguards should alternate between working on the beach 
and the ticket booths. 


4. Lifeguards should be supplied with yellow helmets with 
proper identifying insignia to be worn at all times while on duty. 


5. Park to be opened at 9:00 a.m. | 


6. It is most urgent that a water line be laid from the river 
to the restrooms. 


As Chairman of the Commission, it is my personal recom- 


~~ 
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mendation that thought be given to building a meeting hall at 
the Park for use by the snowmobilers during the winter and by 
senior citizens during the summer for crafts and recreational 
activities. I believe that vandalism would be decreased during 
the winter months by making such a hall available to the snow- 
mobilers. 


Preliminary talks indicate that the snowmobilers would build 
a meeting place if the Town would supply the materials. No 
commitments have been made as a further study is necessary 
to get a complete picture of such a proposal. 


Dundee Park is certainly an asset to our community and 
offers a facility where citizens of all ages can enjoy the coolness 
of the shade, the warmth of the sun, or a refreshing swim.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the members of the Superintending School Committee and 
the Citizens of the Town of Windham. 


It is with great pleasure that I submit to you my annual report 
on the operation of schools in the Town of Windham. 


Facilities: 


In the year that has passed since my last annual report, there 
have been many changes that will have significant impact on 
school facilities in the Town of Windham. The State Legislature 
passed L.D. 1994, an act relating to the financing of education. 
This legislation, which is described separately in my report, pro- 
vides for complete reimbursement of all capital outlay projects 
as well as total reimbursement for all debt service. 


Essentially, this legislation lifts the burden of financial responsi- 
bility for school facilities off the property owner and equitably 
distributes the financing through personal and corporate income 
taxation. 


This bill will be significant in helping Windham meet its school 
facility needs during a period of rapid development. The 
School Facilities Study Committee, authorized at our last ‘Town 
Meeting, has completed its study and has recommended to the 
voters that a building committee be established to develop plans 
for a new high school. 


The erection of a 1,000 pupil high school, will provide for the 
long range needs of our secondary program, by allowing the 
junior high school to move into the existing high school complex. 
This arrangement would allow for flexibility in meeting further 
student enrollment crunches. An elementary need could be met by 
placing the 6th grade with the junior high group or meet a future 
secondary need by dropping back the 9th grade with the junior 
high. 
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To complete our long range planning, I would recommend 
that the voters consider the next building priority be that of a 
single elementary complex capable of housing the K-2 program. 
This would close the old State Plan buildings at the J. A. Andrew 
School, Arlington School, and the Newhall School. This project 
would greatly improve our operational efficiency and reduce 
our maintenance costs, system-wide. When this program is com- 
pleted our oldest facility would be the existing high school. 


The need for a rapidly accelerated building program is fully 
supported by our Town’s continued rapid development. This 
year Windham again for the third year in a row experienced 
multi-million dollar residential growth. Our growth has been so 
rapid that even the fastest action taken on buildings will still 
mean many problems for our educational system. It will surely 
mean that modifications will be necessary in our high school 
schedule before a new facility becomes operational. 


We are extremely fortunate that L.D. 1994 is available now 
at a time when our building needs are greatest. Without this 
necessary financial support our building needs would be badly 
delayed. 


Energy Crisis: 


This year has been unusual for every citizen as well as the 
school community, in attempting to cope with problems that are 
associated with the lack of energy supplies. In attempting to 
comply with conservation guidelines, we have by necessity incon- 
venienced students and parents, disrupted athletic schedules, cut 
back on educational programs, and face additional supply short- 
ages and inflationary costs. 


Reduction of transportation services, adjusted time schedules 
have created many problems with which your School Committee 
has had to deal with in the face of heavy public criticism. Theirs 
has not been an easy task, but one which they have met with 
responsibility and fairness. 


I would solicit your support and understanding of the School 
Committee’s role in dealing with the problems that lay ahead, 
with the realization that their efforts will eventually lead us into 
greater efficiencies and streamlining of operations that will ul- 
timately save you tax dollars. 


We have two choices as I view it. We can continue to place 


. 
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blame for the energy problem or we can accept the fact that we 
have a common problem and pitch in with other community 
leaders and solve it with a minimum of inconvenience and dis- 
comfort. 


Maintenance of Facilities: 


I am most pleased to report that the apparently insurrmount- 
able maintenance problems that we faced a few years ago, are 
now nearly under control. We will complete the last of our flat 
roof repairs this spring and will begin the repair of all shingled 
roofs. We shall also be continuing our program of repair and 
replacement on heating systems and boilers. This summer our 
primary focus will be on the renovation of the J. A. Andrew and 
Arlington Schools to provide adequate lighting, lower ceilings 
to create greater heating effciency, and room improvements to 
enhance the educational program. 


Instructional Program: 


We have made tremendous strides in our educational program 
since my last annual report. The Philosophy Committee has 
reached some concensus of thinking concerning an educational 
philosophy and will continue to deliberate the question until we 
have a community philosophy on education. 


Our new elementary school which initiated on a full scale the 
combination of open space facilities and an individualized in- 
structional program, has been a huge success. Even the most 
conservative opponents of the school have admitted that the pro- 
gram is capable of working and that students are apparently 
much happier in this school environment. Although the pro- 
gram has many objectives yet unreached it has established itself 
as a viable educational force. The credit for this success must 
rest mainly with the outstanding teaching staff at the school 
who endured personal doubts, public criticism, and spent many 
long personal hours preparing for this school year. 


This year we opened our kindergarten program with a new 
program designed to create a more dynamic educational environ- 
ment which was familiar and secure to our beginning 5 year 
olds. The Newhall School transformed during the summer into 
the Gingerbread House of Hansel and Gretel, to the delight of 
small fry and oldsters alike. The interior has replaced the tra- 
ditional classroom atmosphere with a comfortable and efficient 


< 
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living environment. The attention here is also on an individual- 
ized approach to the child. Last spring we took another great 
stride forward in providing a complete diagnostic and evalua- 
tion of all entering kindergarten students so that individual needs 
would be met when the child entered public education. We have 
added special staffing to the program, providing speech therapy, 
physical education, art and music and special reading staff in an 
attempt to deal with the child’s needs and problems at a point 
when correction is far easier than it is later on. 


Next year the individualized instructional approach will reach 
grades K-6 completing the second phase of our five-year pro- 
gram for total individualization of the curriculum K-12. 


Our efforts this year have been heavily devoted to in-service 
training of our entire staff to assist them in making this educa- 
tional transition. We have utilized top educational consultants 
such as Dr. Charles Reasoner and Dr. Sid Simon in assisting us 
in staff training and direction. We have provided in-service train- 
ing in Learning Disabilites and are currently providing Atypical 
Reading, Values Clarification, Teacher Effectiveness Training. 


One may question the expenditures necessary in this area. I 
would suggest that those who have doubts as to the need or 
desirability should consider that basically 80% of the school bud- 
get goes into salaries and the delivery of quality educational 
services is directly proportional to the quality and level of train- 
ing of the instructional staff. I wonder if business could survive 
on the skills it had ten years ago in this rapidly technologically 
changing society. Investments in the quality of the teaching 
staff will eventually bring better educational returns to your 
youngsters. 


I can honestly say that teacher commitment to higher stan- 
dards of education is in ample evidence and that planning for 
improvements is a daily process at all levels. We are beginning to 
emerge as an accountable and high quality educational system 
which is what every community has a right to expect. 


Curriculum Research and Development: 


This year will mark the initiation of the third curriculum area 
to be studied and revised. We have completed revisions in 
mathematics and language arts and will begin on the social 
studies areas this year. 
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Professionally done curriculum revisions will prevent educa- 
tional gaps, eliminate poor teaching practices, and provide 
greater mileage for the educational dollar. 


Finally, | must report to you that I am extremely proud to be 
associated with the finest educational staff and administrative 
team I feel, exists in this State. Windham can now stand the 
comparison test with any other Maine community. We are by 
no means a complete system as we have many problems with 
which to deal. Uniquely, I feel that we are now staffed to meet 
all educational challenges and promise that the years ahead will 
bring Windham residents an educational system that will be 
considered an educational leader in our State.

Principals Report 
Windham High School 


The following is a report about the operation of Windham . 
High School during 1973-74. 


School opened in September with an enrollment of 641 of 
whom 104 were tuition students. This figure represents about 20 
fewer than we had anticipated. 


Many new programs have been instituted this year. Our ju- 
nior-senior English program is fully elective and consists of 
semester courses. There are no longer specifically required 
courses for juniors and seniors in this department. Some of our 
social studies courses have been changed from full year to 
semester length. There are no longer any required social study 
courses except U.S. history. Our language program continues to 
grow. Four different foreign languages, consisting of eleven 
courses, are being offered. Although greatly limited by lab space, 
our science program has expanded with the development of new 
types of offerings within the existing set-up. Our greatest change 
in the curriculum area has come in the field of vocational edu- 
cation. For the first time we are offering a program of co-opera- 
tive education. Students in the program attend regular classes 
for half of each day; the other half day is spent working in 
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various bussinesses in and around the community. For this they 
receive pay and academic credit. In business education our tra- 
ditional typing, economics, and business law courses have become 
half-year electives. We are able to offer more and better variety 
of typing courses to our students. Our traditional industrial arts 
program has been changed to one in which we have 15 different 
semester courses. A student may now select those phases of in- 
dustrial arts which have particular appeal to him and avoid those 
in which he has no interest. 


We feel that these changes have been long overdue and are 
beneficial to the students. We hope to expand upon them each 
year as space and money permit. By offering a greater variety of 
subject matter, we hope to be able to meet more of the indivi- 
dual needs of our student body. 


The next school year poses a problem for the high school. 
Taking into account only the students currently enrolled in 
grades 8, 9, 10, and 11, our student body will number about 685. 
By September, 1975, we shall have in excess of 700 students. Be- 
cause of this increased enrollment it may be necessary to cut 
back or at least curtail some of our offerings. As the student 
body continues to grow and as the curriculum continues to ex- 
pand both to meet the growth and to keep pace with educational 
trends, the school plant seems to shrink. There were other alter- 
natives considered for next year to meet the growth, but it was 
decided to try to operate within our current structure once 
more. In another year this may not be possible. 


In spite of our crowded condition I look to the future with 
optimism. We are fortunate to have a talented faculty whose 
prime interest is the students they teach. We are fortunate to 
have a non-professional staff of dedicated workers. Finally, we 
are fortunate to have a student body of decent young people 
who are interested in improving themselves, in their fellow stu- 
dents, and in their community.

Windham Elementary 


The program at the New Elementary School is designed to 
provide the best possible education for each individual child. We 
are concerned with providing the necessary guidance and motiva- 
tion which will allow them to grow academically and socially. 


Individualized instruction, which we employ, allows each child 
to seek his own level of intake and thus eliminates the frustra- 
tion which often is a result of inadequate prescription of learning 
materials. 


Our main emphasis this year has been to establish a basic 
procedure from which we can continue to build a meaningful 
educational program. Following this procedure, our primary 
focus has been to develop self-discipline, respect for property 
and people, and a pride in themselves, as well as developing the 
necessary academic skills. Our progress this year has far excelled 
all of my expectations. Most schools, similar to ours, take one 
or two years to achieve what we have achieved in the first half 
year. The reason for our accelerated progress is primarily due 
to our highly motivated staff who have worked long and hard 
to make this a true learning center for children. 
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Team teaching is encouraged, which makes for a flexible 
environment in which small group instruction, independent 
study, and greater attention to individual needs are possible. 
Team teaching promotes better planning and stimulates crea- 
tivity in program implementation. 


We presently have twenty-six teacher interns from the Uni- 
versity of Maine, Portland-Gorham, who have been working with 
our teachers and children since the beginning of school last 
September. This intern program has been a tremendous asset to 
our own programs and we feel these prospective future teachers 
will indeed become teachers of the highest quality. 


By following our plans for the future, we hope to have a 
completed playground for all of our children to use along with 
an intramural program for both boys and girls. 


The New Elementary School is indeed a school for today’s 
children in preparation for their future. As has been said before, 
“The name of the game is kids”, and we at the new school are 
focusing our energies for the betterment of each child in this 
school.

for all pupils needing special individualized guidance. 


In all of our K-2 grades we are most fortunate to have student 
interns. This year a new pilot program has been made available 
to us from Gorham and most teachers are finding the presence 
of the interns a good boost to the team teaching approach to 
education. Supervised by the teacher these interns prepare and 
specialize in lessons with the most up-to-date materials available. 
This does help to update our staff members and also allows 
Windham pupils to share in programs with modern techniques. 


Every teacher in K-2 classes has been able to start the teach- 
ing approaches of the individualized program. This year we are 
spending this individualized approach into the Language Arts 
program and also the Math program. New materals, new meth- 
ods, and added help is encouraging to the members of the staff. 
We are learning the value of the pupil’s use of cassette tape 
recorders, record players, Systems 80, Language Masters, Schol- 
astic Kits, new text books and resource books in our libraries, 
and manipulative materials available for use in Math, etc. 


We hope that many parents will come to visit our buildings 
and see the interest expressed by both Teachers and Pupils as 
they learn together.

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Report of the School Lunch Program 


I submit the following report of the Windham School Lunch 
Program: 


The participation of the lunches in the schools has been very 
good this year. We are serving an average of 1,400 pupils and 
adults per day. 


In the Fall we started a new Satellite program which is work- 
ing well in the New Elementary School and Field Allen. In the 
New Elementary School we are cooking for 700 and sending out 
lunches to Arlington and J. A. Andrew Schools. Field Allen 
School is sending lunches to the Windham Junior High. These 
lunches have been well received by both the students and 
teachers of the schools involved. 


The average cost per meal has been .55 1/2 cents: Food is 
32 2/3 cents and .18 1/3 cents for Labor. Repairs, equipment 
and gas is .4 1/2 cents. I hope in the future we can maintain 
about the same cost as foods are constantly going up. 


We were able to purchase because of the available Federal 
Funds, an Outdoor Walk-in Freezer. This has been placed near 
the Windham High School and enables us to make bulk pur- 
chases and save storage costs at Northeast Storage. (Federal 
reimbursement of 75% of the total cost). We have also pur- 
chased a new refrigerator for Field Allen and have on order a 
Dishwasher for the same school which is required by the State.

To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for decorating the graves of soldiers and 
sailors and for Memorial Day services. 


The Budget recommends $125.00. 


Art. 81. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men in behalf of the inhabitants of the town, to sell and dispose 
of any real estate acquired by the town for nonpayment of 
taxes thereon, on such terms as they may deem advisable, and 
to execute quit claim deeds for such property. 


Art. 82. To see if the town will vote to call a six month 
moratorium on any subdivision that has not been filed prior to 
March 9, 1974 for the purpose of reviewing and revising the 
Ordinance on Sub-Division and to give the Planning Board 
sufficient time to present a Shoreland Zoning Ordinance. 


Art. 83. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen to 
enter into an agreement with the State Department of Trans- 
portation for the purpose of replacing the Babb’s Bridge.
